Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Kl&n organization, was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Incorporated 

A source advised on February 27, 196 1, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in United States Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Incorporated, According to the 
source,, the split resulted from a leadership dispute, and the 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 
group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy 
and segregation of the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Incorporated, merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the - Ku Klux .

REASON FOR RECOMMENDATION : 


Subject over the past two years has been a State 
Officer in the UK A, Inc., - Maryland and the Exalted Cyclops 
of a UKA Unit. In. addition, he is a member of the Minutemen 
organization and, in 1969, formed a Minutemen group within 
his Klan unit. Information from informants reflects that 
subject seems obsessed with the idea of possessing 
explosives and of learning about the manufacture and use 
of explosives. Subject was arrested within the past year 
while attempting to steal dy-amite and dynamite caps from 
a construction project. Subject and his group have 
constructed propaganda mortar devices and subject and 
members of his group have participated in Minutemen training 
sessions on guerilla warfare and related subjects.

(b) Q Expressions of strong or violent anti-U. S. sentiment; 

(c) QQ Prior acts (including arrests or convictions) or conduct or statements 

indicating a propensity for violence and antipathy toward good order 
and government.
